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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nogami 
(6,394,827). 

In regard to claim 1, Nogami discloses a memory card connector, including: an 
insulative housing (4) having a rear terminal-mounting section (6) which mounts a 
plurality of terminals (11) having contact portions (12) for engaging appropriate contacts 
on a memory card (1); a metal shell (5) mounted on the housing and combining 
therewith, to define a cavity having a front insertion opening to permit insertion and 
withdrawal of the memory card (1) into and out of the connector; a card eject 
mechanism including a slider (3) movably mounted on the housing (4) and engageable 
with the memory card (1) for movement therewith into and out of the cavity, the slider 
(3) having a cam slot (42-44) defining movement of the card in the card-insertion and 
card-withdrawal directions; and a cam pin (68) operatively engageable in the cam slot of 
the slider, the memory card connector characterized in that the cam pin is formed from 
the metal shell (5). 
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In regard to claim 2, Nogami discloses the cam pin comprises a projection (68) 
stamped and formed out of the metal shell (5). 

In regard to claim 3, Nogami discloses the projection (68) is near a distal end of 
a flexible arm (67) stamped and formed out of the metal shell (5). 

In regard to claim 4, Nogami discloses metal shell (5) includes a top cover plate 
overlying at least a portion of the cavity and at least one side wall plate (66) depending 
from the top cover plate. 

In regard to claim 5, Nogami discloses the cam pin comprises a projection (58) 
stamped and formed out of the side wall plate (66) of the metal shell (5). 

In regard to claim 6, Nogami discloses projection (68) is near a distal end of a 
flexible arm (67) stamped and formed out of the side wall plate (66) of the metal shell 

(5). 

In regard to claim 7, Nogami discloses the cam pin comprises a projection (68) 
stamped and formed out of the top cover plate of the metal shell (5). 

In regard to claim 8, Nogami discloses the projection (68) is near a distal end of a 
flexible arm (67) stamped and formed out of the top cover plate of the metal shell (5). 
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In regard to claim 9, Nogami discloses the metal shell (5) includes a flexible arm 
(67) stamped and formed therefrom, and the cam pin (68) is formed by a bent portion 
near a distal end of file flexible arm (67). 

In regard to claim 10, Nogami discloses the metal shell (5) includes a flexible 
arm (67) stamped and formed therefrom, and the cam pin comprises a post (69) 
attached to a distal end of the flexible arm.
